William II. Vanderbilt was by long odds

piohubly not far wrong. To each of his 
ti^ht children was bequeathed *10,000,000; 
$5,(iOO,000 was set aside to provide an in- 
come for Mrs. Vunderbilt, and the remain- 
dl-r was director] lo YJC tlt-vidcd between the 
tw i. cklest sons, Cornelius und William K 
Vunderbilt. 


In round numbers they received SM,;"00, 


OOrienoh, which, with the bequests of $10,- 
000,000, Increased their shares to |Oi,rXK),- 
Ofm 
Corni'liiiM Vanderbilt nUliu tlnu- was 


esliinaU'd to possess $T>,000,000. Tho pruji- 
enl estimates of their fortunes take into 
consideration tho natural accumulations 
(inil allow for the expenditures, for it is 
known that the Vuiulcrbilts itoea great 
deal of money. 


IV. II. VAXDEltUII.T. 


The accumulation of money by Conimo- 


<1oie Vutxlerbilt was more notable than 
that by Mr. Gtmltl, or perhaps by any other 
man who made himself a nitilti-millior- 
aiii' through his own efforts. It was more 
dlllicult to make money In the days of 
Commodore Vunderbilt than it is now, yet 
the comtnodi M in his lifetime amassed a 
forlunoof fu,*Jci(l,000,0<JO. This amount 
wiis more than doubled by William II. 
Vimderbilt princ-ijially through the exten- 
sion of his railway interests. 


Kuxt to thcAstor fortune there is no 


forl une so securely invested as that of the 
Vanderbilts. It consists almost entirely 
of government bonds and the securities of 
tl«- Vanderbilt railroads, which form one 
of (he most prosjiorous systems in the 
country. Tho Vandurbiltstocks suiter loss 
in t he mutations of the stock market than 
almost any other class of securities, and 
the Vanderbilt fortunes accordingly sus- 
tain small changes in periods of financial 
stir-is, 


1 AI one time William II. Vanderbilt was 
im operator in the stock market on a great 
•calc. Hoth ho and his two eldest Bonn 
Cornelius and William K., lost heavily in 
the lumultiious financial times of 1881 and 
tlitn abandoned speculation altogether. 
Cornelius and William K. Vanderbilt are 
said to have lately increased their holdings 
of Mocks to a considerable extent, not, 
however, for speculation, but for invest- 
ment. The interests and dividends which 
they receive amount np very fast, and they 
diminish the accumulation every now and 
then by buying stocks and bonds. For the 
niosi part they purchase the securities of 
thei- own roads, although they have 
bought a good many government bonds.

Cornelius Vanderbilt was tho favorite of 


hU grandfather, tho commodore, whose 
name he bears, lie is an excellent business 
man, of conservative ways. Whuu not ab- 
sent from New York he is to be found 
every day at h1<*»mce in the Grand Cen- 
tral station. A door from Ms ollicc opens 
into the office of Clmunccy M. Dcpew, tho 
president of tho New York Central und 
Hudson llivor railroad. He depends on 
Mr. ilopcw for counsel, ns his father did 
before him, and takes infinite pleasure in 
Mr. Depcw's clover sayings and funny sto- 
nes. 
He and Mr. Dejiew Iniich together 
regularly. 


1 Air, Vunderbilt is interested perhaps 
more in church work than in financial af- 
fairs ilo erected a very handsome build- 
ing fur the railroad branch of the Young 
Men'.-, Christian association and often takes 
part i 11 its meetings. Ho is never heard as 
a speaker except at these meetings. He 
attends the fashionable St. Uartholomew's 
church in Madison avenue, and may be seen 
any Sunday afternoon wending bis way 
bomo from service with a prayer book and 
liymnal in his band. He has never dis- 
played any political aspirations. His name 
was once suggested for mayor, but the 
proposition met with prompt disapproval. 
1 Aware that he lias more money than he 
can «vcncl even by the most lavish outlay, 
William K. Vanderbilt leads perhaps the 
most elegant life of any American. He 
pays little attention to business for the 
good reason that there is little necessity 
tor it. As his property is made up of the 
lecnriiles of the railroads which his broth- 
er Cornelius oversees with zealous care, it 
is in no danger of Impairment. He and 
Ilia wife are devoted to the pleasures of so- 
ciety. His steam yacht, tho Alva, named 
after Ills wife, Is the finest private craft 
afloat, and he spends much of his time on 
it.

Kit. GA/KTTK :—As the time is approaching 


for the election of Uorough officers, it be- 
hoves the citizens of Bristol to take a retro- 
spective view of Ihe doings of our Borough 
Fathers to sec how far they have discharged 
their official duties.
